CONSIGNED TO THE GHAVE. 


Obsequies of the Late Hon. A. T. 


Hill—A Large Funeral. 


The services attending the funeral of 


the late Alexander T. Hill took place at 
the family residence on Sunday after- 
noon, and were of the most impressive 
character. The attendance was larger 
than that at any funeral held in this city 
in a long time, the house being crowded 
to He utmost capacity, while hundreds 
stood in the yard and on the sidewalks. The 
remains lay in one of the rooms, and were 
viewed by most of those who entered the 
house. The well-known features of the 
deceased were as natural as in life, and 
showed no signs of the wasting effecte of 
long sickness, but seemed to convey the 
idea of healthful and natural sleep rather 
•than death. Loving hands had spread a 
profusion of floral offerings upon the 
casket, many of them of great beauty, 
and as far as possible took from the sur- 
roundings everything of a sombre char- 
acter. A select choir, Miss Berry, Miss 
Clara Eyman, Mr. Alexander and Mr. 
Montgomery, sang "Kock of Ages" and 
"Jesus, Lover of My Soul," at the open- 
ing of the exercises, after which prayer 
was offered by Bev. W. H. Prestley. Eev. 
Dr. Vosburgh then read a scripture les- 
son, and took for his text a passage from 
the 5th chapter of Job, "Thou shalt come 
to thy grave in a full age, like as a shock 
of corn cometh in his season." The cler- 
gyman announced that he should not 
devote much time to his text, appropriate 
as it was, but would confine ,his remarks 
chiefly to the lessons to be learned from 
the life and character of the deceased. 
He read a brief sketch of his life, pre- 
pared by a member of the family, and 
then spoke tenderly of the sturdy charac- 
ter, the high principles, the great success, 
the moral worth nnd the effect upon the 
community of such a life as that of Mr. 
Hill. He said the deceased was not a 
forager upon the community, but a bene- 
factor, whose deeds showed their effects 
in every good work and worthy enter- 
prise. The community was the better 
for his having lived in it. He held him 
up as an example for others to follow, 
and referred in tender terms to the Chris- 
tian spirit which shone forth in his life. 


The choir then sang the beautiful 


chant, "Abide with Me," and the services 
came to a close. The pall-bearers were 
Messrs. Geo. W. Bright, J. W. Baoe, G- 
M. Wood, Edwin Park, J. A. Meriweather 
and J. M. Clokey. Among those in at- 
tendance were the county and town offi- 
cers, nearly every member of the board 
of supervisors, representatives of the city 
government and tlie various banks, and a 
great host of citizens from every station 
in life, all of whom mourned the demise 
of Mr. Hill as that of a close friend. The 
remains were followed to Greenwood by 
nearly a hundred vehicles.
